A news serv ice repo rts Dr. Martin Lu ther 
King Jr. is adv o cating a pro g ram o f mass civ il 
diso bedience and demo nstratio n in Washing to n 
to fo rce Co ng ress to ado pt a $20 billio n plan to 
eradicate po v erty . 
Dr. King is qu o ted: “The time has co me to 
camp . . . in Washing to n and stay here by the 
tho u sands 
and tho u sands u ntil 
the federal 
g o v ernment and the Co ng ress do so mething a- 
bo u t the pro blems.” 
In o ther wo rds, Strang le Washing to n to fo rce 
actio n. The news sto ry u sed the phrase “city - 
paraly zing demo nstratio n.” 
Actio n based o n the King pro po sal wo u ld no t 
co me clo se to being su ccessfu l. 
The g o v ernment will no t be co erced and will

DETROIT — So o n eno u g h the big sto ry will 
be labo r’s driv e to be reliev ed fro m pay ing 
strike relief. The co st o f striking to day is hig h­ 
er than ru nning o ne o f tho se newly dev elo ped 
natio ns — which can, at least, 
alway s bo rro w fro m the U.S. 
No labo r leader has been 
hit harder 
than 
the 
“red­ 
head,” Walter Reu ther, who se 
United Au to Wo rkers (UAW) 
in mid-Octo ber was heading 
fo r the red — financially — 
at the rate o f so me <8.5 mil­ 
lio n a week. 
That’s what it was co sting 
the UAW to pro v ide welfare 
v »«•»«* m w i 
mo ney fo r its members inv o lv ed in 30 strikes 
inclu ding Fo rd. 
N w what Reu ther and many ano ther labo r 
leaders will campaig n fo r are laws pro v iding 
fo r state pay ment o f that strike relief at abo u t 
the mo ment the pinch is felt — fo u r to fiv e 
weeks after the men hit the bricks. 
Su ch a driv e will be to o late fo r the Reu th- 
er-General Mo to rs co nfro ntatio n — which co u ld 
co st the UAW, any time after Oct. 31, so me $55 
millio n mo nthly . 
To incu r this co st Reu ther and his co lleag u es 
wo u ld hav e to pu ll o u t all the 372,000 U.S. ho u r­ 
ly rated GM emplo y es and the Canad an co ntin­ 
g ent o f 23.000 who se separate co ntract ex pires 
12:01 a.m. No v . 1. 
Bu t the “redhead” has been talking abo u t a 
selectiv e strike. He has pledg ed that he wo u ld 
no t shu t tho se GM plants pro du cing equ ipment 
fo r o ther au to co mpanies. No r wo u ld he cripple 
installati:ns pro du cing defense material. This 
wo u ld keep sco res o f tho u sands at the lines, fo r 
there are facto ries which ftirn o u t machine 
g u ns as well as au to parts. 


OF COURSE, the co rpo ratio n will keep its 
defense pro du ctio n speeding alo ng . Bu t there is 
no g u arantee mw that it wo u ld permit a selec­ 
tiv e sto ppag e as selected by “ Walter” and his 
jo int chiefs o f staff. GM co u ld lo ck them o u t. 
The Su preme Co u rt has said It co u ld. This 
wo u ld in tu rn “do mino ” the o ther au to co mpa­ 
nies. A lcng walko u t co u ld hit Fo rd, Chry sler 
and American Mo to rs fo r which GM makes 
so me parts. 
Reg ardless o f either strateg y o n this indu s­ 
trial war fro nt, the u nio n’s strike ielief co st 
will ru n mo nthly into the sco res o f millio ns. At 
the heig ht o f the Fo rd, Caterpillar and Bu rr­

o u g hs strikes and 27 o thers the u nio n was pay ­ 
ing its peo ple at the rate o f so me $33 millio n a 
mo nth. 


At that time, the u nio n’s financial man, fo r­ 
mer v io linist Emil Mazey , spo ke In 
a tru ly 
do lefu l to ne — he to ld his peo ple that the u nio n 
was ready to mo rtg ag e its headqu arters, So li­ 
darity Ho u se, and seek mo ney fro m o ther 
u nio ns. This wo u ld hav e been bitter actio n fo r 
Reu ther since he has been so critical o f the 
“ banker’s mentality " cf his fo rmer co lleag u es 
in labo r’s hig h co u ncils. 


They wo u ld hav e lent him the millio ns 
just 
as qu ickly as they ru shed to his aid their 
o wn 
natio nal welfare o rg anizatio n, the 
Co mmunity 
Serv ice Co mmittee, headed by the energ etic, 
co ntinent - ho pping Leo Perlis. And all this 
with the fu ll appro v al o f Geo rg e Meany . 
On 
“this o ne,” o ne 
o # his aides said the o ther day , 
“Walter and Geo rg e are u nited; they bo th 
wa nt 
to take the big g est bite o u t o f the co rpo ratio ns 
po ssible.” 


BUT THE MONEY wo u ld hav e to be re- 
pay ed. Thu s the strike co st mig ht y et ru n 
abo u t $100 millio n. 


Ho wev er, the labo r leaders reaso n that the 
striker is as mu ch o u t o f a jo b and as mu ch 
entitled to state u nemplo y ment insu rance as a 
shipy ard wo rker phased o u t by a su perso nic 
airline freig hter. 


No w there are o nly fo u r states which pay 
strikers any thing co nsequ ential — which leav es 
the labo r mo v ement 16 states to g o . 
New Yo rk is the mo st g enero u s. A striker 
there has a “o ne and sev en.” Thu s he mu st 
wait o ne week and is elig ible fo r u nemplo y ­ 
ment relief at the end o f the sev enth week o f 
sto ppag e. 
In mini-Rho de Island the waiting perio d i* 
“o ne and six ” — making it sev en weeks o f 
waiting in all. 
In New Jersey where the issu e is as ho t as 
an astro nau t’s re-entry shield, the interv al is 
“o ne week and 42 day s.” And in W. Virg inia 
the law say s that after fo u r weeks o f strike the 
u nio n members can jpply fo r relief. Then it’s 
u p to the emplo y e to pro v e he Is no t respo nsi­ 
ble fo r pro lo ng ing the walko u t. 
First labo r will campaig n fo r the ex tensio n 
o f 
su ch laws to the So u th and West. Then, sho rt­ 
ening the waiting perio d. Finally , hiking the 
jo bless co mpensatio n. 
Big strikes no w are big bu siness — and so o n 
will be ev ery bo dy ’s bu siness.

Confidence 
Rises on Viet 


The Jo hnso n administratio n Is Increasing ly 
co nfident abo u t the o u tco me o f the Vietnam 
war at the v ery time po pu lar disenchantment is 
reaching u nprecedented heig hts. 
Vice President Hu mphrey , who sees the key 
war repo rts. Is kno wn to believ e that U.S. 
bo mbing o f No rth Vietnam is pro v ing heav ily 
effectiv e fo r the first time. 
The steadily mo re daring raids o n po rt facili­ 
ties at Haipho ng are said to be hu rting Hano i's 
su pply flo w to fo rces in So u th Vietnam se­ 
rio u sly . 
Raids alo ng a leng thy stretch o f the No rth 
Vletnam-China bo rder may be ev en mo re tell­ 
ing . 
Hano i has lo ng been u sing as a war-prep- 
aratio n sanctu ary the 36-mile bo rder zo ne 
where U.S. bo mbers feared to g o becau se o f 
the dang er o f v io lating Chinese air space. 
So phisticated new fly ing techniqu es hav e nearly 
eliminated that peril and permitted repeated 
attacks ag ainst sto rag e depo ts and o ther back­ 
u p installatio ns. 
Ex cept fo r the po u nding Red fo rces are g iv ­ 
ing du g -in Marines at Co n Thien and o ther 
fix ed po ints belo w the “demilitarized ’ No rth 
Vietnam-So u th Vietnam bo rder, Hano i and the 
Viet Co ng are no t mo u nting any thing majo r. 
A hig h administratio n o fficial no t g iv en to 
bu rsts o f o ptimism abo u t the war to ld this 
repo rter the situ atio n to day is “a whacking 
amo u nt better” than it has been in the 21* 
y ears since sizable U.S. fo rces entered Viet­ 
nam 
He believ es that, aside fro m the tro u bleso me 
DMZ area, Hano i is o n a do wnhill slide. 
Gu errilla activ ity Is weakened in many sec­ 
to rs. 
Viet Co ng recru itment is said to be do wn by 
half. 
Intellig ence g athered by bo th U.S. and So u th 
Vietnamese fo rces is v astly impro v ed, a fact 
partly du e to an ev idently g ro wing po pu lar co n­ 
v ictio n that the VC are lo sing . 
The v ice president is said to feel that g reatly 
increased flo w o f rice fro m the rich Meko ng 
delta to Saig o n is an ex pecially sig nificant ba­ 
ro meter o f the war. Until fairly recently , a siz­ 
able part o f this flo w was beinb div erted to o r 
co nfiscated by the Viet Co ng . 
One co nsequ ence o f the rising co nfidence 
abo u t the war in administratio n circles is that 
so me key o fficials seem mu ch less nettled than 
they o nce were o v er antiwar criticism. 
In a few instances, o fficial attitu des trrder 
clo sely o n co ntempt. A widening feeling 
is that 
the critics hav e nev er pro du ced v iable al­ 
ternativ es and hav e ig no red the larg er strateg ic 
aspects o f the war in So u theast Asia. 
Secretary o f State Dean Ru sk’s stress o n this 
aspect, with fo cu s u po n Red China as the g reat 
enemy , represents a sig nificant tu rn in the ad­ 
ministratio n’s arg u ment fo r its war po licies. 
The President himself fo reshado wed this tu rn 
In his late September San Anto nio speech. As 
lo ng ag o as March 1966, the v ice president 
u rg ed him to biv e heav ier emphasis to China’s 
ro le. Co ncern fo r po ssible irect Chinese in­ 
v o lv ement is tho u g ht to hav e held President 
Jo hnso n back. 
Whether this new stress will make the need­ 
ed deeper dent o n the increasing ly disenchant­ 
ed American electo rate is no t clear. 
One to p au tho rity thinks that, ev en tho u g h 
the war is g o ing mu ch better, the g ains are no t 
dramatically v isible to the American peo ple 
and are no t likely to be in the nex t sev eral 
mo nths. 
He su spects a co ntinu ing clamo r o f disco ntent 
which co u ld present a g rav e peril to the Presi­ 
dent in a 1968 re-electio n bid. 
Tho u g h the v ice president is u ndersto o d to b? 
o ne o f tho se sharing in the present n r re co nfi­ 
dent mo o d, no thing su g g ests he has any illu ­ 
sio ns abo u t the difficu lties facing a Jo hnso n- 
Hu mphrey ticket nex t y ear. 
So me “v isible v icto ries” are needed in Viet­ 
nam. The hard qu estio n is ho w to g et them, 
ho w to find the co u rse that is mo re decisiv e 
and y et no t impru dent.

The Doctor Says

' Restless Legs' Not Serious Problem 


Many readers complain of 
twitching, 
drawing, 
pulling, 
crawling or jittering sensations 
in their legs when they are 
sitting 
still 
or 
l y i n g 
down. 
Often 
but not 
al­ 
ways, the con­ 
dition is pre­ 
sent 
o n l y 
when the vic­ 
tim is bored, 
as 
w h i l e 
w a t c hing 
i* Bran<t.i»<]t 
a 
television 
rerun or making a long trip 
by train or plane. Doctors call 
this complaint, which is a symp­ 
tom rather than a disease, rest­ 
less legs. 
T he distress is usually felt 
in both legs but may be more 
severe no one side. It cannot 
be pinpointed to any one spot. 
T he trouble lessens temporar­ 
ily when the legs are moved 
and disappears when the victim 
is standing or walking. Restless 
legs keep some persons from 
sleeping and in some the symp­ 
tom is associated with nervous 
tension or depression. 
T here is no single cause for 
restless legs and in some per­ 


sons no cause can be found. 
T he symptom may be associ­ 
ated with pregnancy but, aside 
from this cause, it is uncom-j 
mon in persons who are under 
40. In some victims the cause 
appears to be anemia of the 
iron-deficiency 
type, 
as it 
clears up when the anemia is 
treated. In others the symptom 
may occur as a side effect of 
certain drugs taken over a pro­ 
longed period. Heredity is a 
I factor in some cases. 
In additio n to 
attempts to 
remove the cause, 
several 
forms of treatment have been 
| tried. In some persons 
who 
are troubled persistently wrap­ 
ping the leg with an elastic 
bandage or using elastic stock­ 
ings has given relief. Others 
have been helped 
by taking 
tolazoline, carbachol, 
aspirin 
or nitroglycerin. Sometimes the 
simple expedient of lying on 
the stomach 
instead 
o f 
the 
back gives relief but this can­ 
not be recommended in 
the 
late stages of pregnancy. Mas­ 
sage has helped some victims 
but there is no single cure for 
all of them. T he best that can 
be said for restless legs is 
that it is not serious. It has 


never led to death or even dis­ 
ability . 
Q — What causes slightly ten­ 
der black and blue spots to 
appear with little or no bruis­ 
ing? What is the best preven­ 
tive for them? 
A — Yo u may hav e a form of 
purpura, a disease in which 
there is a deficiency of blood 
platelets 
and 
an abnormal 
weakness of the walls of the 
capillaries. T his disease 
may 
be caused by an allergy, a re­ 
action to various drugs, rheu­ 
matic fever or a lack of vita­ 
min C. Depending on the cause 
vitamin C, vitamin K or thio- 
guanine may be helpful.
